Reasons for allowance 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 05/21/2008 amendment in the 
application of Ree et al. for a "Client-server architecture for the delivery of broadband services" 
filed 09/08/2003. The amendment and response has been entered and made of record. Claims 

2, 14, 21 have been canceled per Applicant's request and claims 1, 12, 15, 19, 23 have been 
amended. The claims have been amended to better point out and more distinctly claim subject 
matter comprising the invention. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR
